In central Europe, the War- 
saw Pact has au overall 
numerical ‘advantage of almost 
3:1 in taoks and artillery and 
more than 2:1 in tactical air- 
craft over those of Nato, Yet 
Warsaw Pact aircraft coming 
into operational service have 
twice the range and up to three 
times the pay-load of their pre- 
‘decessors. Thirty Backfire 
bombers, capable of attacking 
tha UK from any direction, 
enter service each year, and 
ane SS20 mobile nuclear mis- 
sile, with its three warheads 
and range of up to 3,000 miles, 
is produced every five days. 

In naval vessels, a new 
nmuclear-pnowered Soviet sub- 
marine is produced every 13 
weeks and aircraft carriers and 
major landing-ships are under 
construction. Afghanistan also 
aptly illustrated the Soviet 
capability to concentrate its 
forces when up to 100,000 


The threat to Jewish.

connecxions with the organized 
„lewish community are min- 
imal, less because of their 
doubtful sratus as Jews than as 
a reflection of the general pat:

The Jewish community of 
Mexico is of recent origin, dat- 
ing from the turn of the cen. 
tury when a handful of immi- 
grants arrived from the crum- 
bling Ortoman Empire. The 
vest estimates Suggest a total 
of 45.000 to 50,000. approxima- 
tely half being Sephardi Jews 
from Aleppn, Damascus, 
Greece, Turkey and the Bal- 
kans with the other half .com- 
of Ashkenasi Jews 
mainly from Germany and 
Eastern Europe who .arrived 
between the two world wars. 

Because they constitute such 

a tiny proportior of the predo- 
minantly Catholic nopulation 
of 67 million, the Jews have 
been particularly intent on 
preserving their identity, They 
carly on developed a system of 
Jewish day schools and. in the 
1940s, 90 per cent of their 
children were being educated 
in them. However, as the gen- 
eral school system improved, a 
few of the more venturesome 
Jews moved out into the plura- 
lıstie society which was emerg- 
ing, . 
. Today, the pércehtage of all 
Jewish children attending the 
nine community schools has 
dropped to abaut 60 per cent 
while intermarriage, for the 
first time, poses a serious 
threat tn Jewish survival. It is 
estimated that between 15 and 
20 per cent of Jews are now 
marrying non-Jewish spouses. 


lt is 2a prosperous come 
munity. The indigent immi« 
grants built successful indus- 


trics and businesses, making a 
cantrihution, excessively dis 
praportionate to their 
numbers, tn the economic de- 
velopment of Mexico. That im-

the stake in 1528 at the first 
auto-dafê to take place in 
Mexico City. ۶ 

Ta elude the inquisitors, the 


Marranos took to the moun. 
tains, went into hiding or 
hecame nomads. Without 
women of their own, they 


married Indians who adopted 
some of the Jewish practices 
they learned from their hus: 
bands. A few hundred of those 
wha claim to be their descen- 
danrts survive ir a small town 
called Venta Prieta which is 
mear Pachuca and a smaller 
groun lives in Mexico City. 

Some <cholars doubt 
authenticity of this account of 
the ancestry of the Venta 
Prieta Jews and have spcculat- 
cd that they are descendants 
of a small Chirstian sect which 
informally converted to

about their origin, they are

OBITUARY 


‘BILL HALEY 
Pioneer of rock °n’ roll 


Bill Haley, the singer and 
guitarist, wa died in Harlin- 
gêon, rexas, yesterday, at rhe 
age of 55, was the first figure 
with wiom the early adherents 
of rock .aıd roll music could 
identify. His record of the sanz 
* Rock Around the Clock” 
became an anthem for the 
movement, and hiş appèarances 
in several films  forcefed its 
emergence. 

Born WilHam Joha Haley on 
July 6, 1925, in Highland Park. 
Detroit, he was brought up by 
musical parents on a farm İn 
Pennsyivania, singing and play 
ing guitar in various local 
groups during his youth. He 
made rhe first recording under 
hig own name ar 18, and sub- 
sequently turned professional, 
touring with bands playing hill 


` billy music. 


In 1949 he returned home and 
worked for a while as a disc. 
jockey, bur in 195l, with a 
recorded version ot Jackie 
Brenston's “ Rocker 88, he 
began xo synthesize hiş “ cow- 
boy music” roots with elements 
of black rhythm and blues into 
something which became koown 
as “ rockabilly ". 

For several years he was only 
mildly successtuj, but this musi- 
cal fusion, entirely natural if 
inherently controversial given 
the social climate of the d 
led in 1954 to a recording con- 
rract for Haley and his groun, 
the Comets, with Decca Records 
in New York, and the record- 
img of “Rock Around the 
Clock ”. At first the song went 
virtually unnoticed and it was 
his next disc. a toned-down rer- 
sion uf Joe Turner's ribald 
“ Shake, Rattle and Roli”, 
which sold a million copies and 
reached the top ten in America 
and Britain. 

The turning point came when 
* Rock Around the Clock " was 
given prominene in the sound- 
track of Blackboard Jungle. a 
film rcleaşed in 1955 which 
dealt with the newly fashiun- 
able tropic of juvenile deling 
ency. 

The film struck a chard in 
teenage hearts across the Eng- 
lish-speaking world; aspirant 
teddy boys thronged the cine-

Robert Fraser Gordon was 
bora and educated in Aberdeen, 
at Robert Gordon's College and 
Aberdeen University. After 
graduating in 1930 he became a 
demonstrator in zoology and 
geology. at his alma. mater, but 
quickly realised that bis inter- 
ests lay with veterinary, rather 
than ııatural, science. Within a 
few months, therefore, he had 
gained a Colonial, Veterinary 
Scholarship, and had enrolled 
as a stmdent at the Royal Veteri« 
nary College in, London. He 
graduated as a veterinary -SUr- 
geon in 1933. His ambitions to 
work in the colonîal veterinary 
service were thwarted, however, 
for there were no vacancies at 
thar rime. He, therefore, joined 
the staff of the. Mines of 
.Agricuiture, Fisheries and Food 
at the Veterinary Laboratory, 
Weybridge as head of the poul- 
try diagnostic department. 

The fourteen years Gordon 
spent at Weybridge were fruit- 
ful. He became expert in the 
field of avian salmonellosis 
and developed the rapid whole 
blood zest for pullorum disease 
which was to enable rapid pro- 
gress to be made in the eradica- 
tion of the disease in this coun- 
try. His achievements were 
recogntsed by the award of a 
doctorate of science by Aber- 
deen University in 194/7, 

In 1948, atthe age of 39, he 
left the relative securiry of the 
scientific civil service for the 
considerable challenge of found- 
ing, for the Animal Health 
Trust, a research station de- 
voted entirelv to poultry. It is 
a measure of the man that he 
was prepared to accept the 
manifold problems associated 
with the project, which whilst 
haying the allure of being 
unique was nevertheless ‘con- 
cerned: with an area of agricul- 
ture that had previously been 
ignared. 

The appointment could not 
have come at a better time for 
rhe poultry industry was about 
to emerge from the back-yard 
to become second only in impor«- 
tance :o0 the dairy and beef 
industry. It is difficult now to 


MR GILBERT ASHTON 


Mr Gilbert Ashton, MC. DL, 
the last survivor of a famous 
brotherhood wha were Cam- 
bridge University cricket cap- 


tains far three consecurive 
years, died at his home in 
Abberley, Worcestershire, on 


February 6, aged 84. The Ash- 
ron brothers also won Blues for 
association football and their 
prowess in most games, first at 
Winchester, and later at Triniry 
in a famous era for Cambridge 
sport, caught the popular imagi- 
nation at the time. Gilbert Ash- 
TON, however, was rightly more 
proud of his work as head- 
master of Abberley Hall prepa- 
ratory school for 40 years, and 
his many other commitments 
locally in the county. 

GTibert Ashton, who was born 
on September 27, 1856, was in 
the Winchester eleven in 1914 
and 1915 before serving in 
France with the Rayal Field 
Artillery. In September 1916 
he won the Military Cross, but 
a year later was wounded just 
before the third battle of Ypres. 
He Jost rhe thumb of his left 
land, d4 handicap he overcame 
afterwards in cricket so suc-’ 
cessfully that only those wha 
knew him well were aware of 
his deticiency. He obtained his 
Blue as ã frêshman in 1919, and 
in 1921 led Cambridge to vie- 
tory at Lords. A fine, forcing 
right handed batsman wirh an 
upright stance, he was also an 
putstanding cover point fields- 
man. 

AlI three Ashtons werê mem- 
hers of an England XI assembled 
hy A. C. MacLaren who at East- 
bourne late in the summer 
imflicted the first defeat suf- 
fered by’ Warwiek Armstrong's
